The Hornet newspaper took its 
lumps in Student Council meeting 
Monday as the session opened 
and closed with various members 
ot the council condemning the 
paper. 

The session got under way with 
Bob Zaro, senior class president, 
reading a letter into the minutes. 
Zaro claimed that the letter had 
been written to Norm Kempster, 
Editor of the Hornet, and had 
“not been printed for personal 
reasons.” Gary Ogg was the au- 
thor of the letter. 

A portion of the Hornet staff 
manual pertaining to letters to 
the editor was read to the Coun- 
cil. The portion of the manual 
read, “The general policy is to 
run all letters that come in that 
are in good taste, are properly 
signed, are not obvious misstate- 
ments of fact, and are not libel- 
ous.” 

Tom Willoughby, ASSSC presi- 
@ent said, “The letter should have 
been published and I believe you 
have a legitimate complaint.” 

The Council voted unanimously 
4o have the Publication Board 
Te-examine Kempster’s Letter to 
the Editor policy. (The Board of 
Publications voted Tuesday to af- 
firm the edfor’s right to print 
the letters he chooses). 

The Hornet was again called 
on the carpet when Barbara Han- 
sen began a discussion of Assem- 
bly Bill AB 758, Last week's Hor- 
net stated that this bill would 
“in effect outlaw fraternities and 
religious groups on the SSC cam- 





Miss Hansen stated that both 
the headline on the story and the 
facts were slanted or untrue. 

Bob Zaro stated he was “thor- 
@ughly disgusted with The Hor- 
net” and he felt that Kempster 
“was trying to set himself up as 
@ little tin god with these old 
Hearst methods " 

Willoughby said he felt the 
“Publications Board should take 
action.” Zaro mentioned that the 
editor of the paper could be re- 
called, 

Council suggested that the Pub- 
lication Board be informed of 
student opinion as far as The 
Hornet was concerned.

Men Outnumber 
Women At SSC 


Men enrolled as regular stu- 
dents outnumbered the women by 
750 as final enrollment figures 
for Sacramento State College's

was 2,592 with 1,651 being men 
and 941 being women. This is a 
total increase of 370 over the 
1956 spring figure. 

New regular students errolled 
total 542, the men again outnum- 
bering the women 382 to 160. 

Being the largest class with 
864 students, the juniors also 
gained the largest number, 197, 
of new regular students, 

According to classification by 
division, education is the largest 
with 605 stucents. Second is ad- 
ministration with 526.

Sacramento State College’s great experiment in cafeteria 
Management seems to be working. 

Beginning Monday, the Hornet foundation got out of the 
bus-boy business and began ignoring dishes left on the 
tables by messy diners, The idea supposedly would force 
students to return their own dishes to the dish washers. 


The story behind what Associated Students president 
Tom Willoughby called “The great dish debacle” is an inter- 
esting one. Last week, spokesmen for the Hornet foundation 
informed the Student Council that they would have to raise 
cafeteria prices in order to pay the salaries of the bus-boys. 
Whereupon the Council countered by saying, “Just leave the 
dishes on the tables.” 

In this manner, the Student Council no doubt saved 
SSC students many dollars which would have gone to pay 
the higher prices. 

The cafeteria management issued a little green slip of 
paper to all diners Monday which made crystal] clear the 
Hornet foundation's intention to hike prices if dishes are 
not returned. The directive said there was no prevision in 
the cafeteria budget for bus-boy service and the cost would 
“eventually have to be added to the price of the food 
served.” 

There is a minority of students who rebel at the Coun- 
cil’s order. They consider it a childish infringement upon 
their independence. And at frst glance, they would appear 
to be right. Their information, however, on the subject is 
enly fragmentary. They probably do not realize the full 
implications of the Council’s action. They probably don’t 
know how much money it will save them. 

Fortunately, the majority of the students decided to 
cooperate with the new policy. The Hornet congratulates 
them on their wise course of action. 

Students should remember that regardless of their per- 
sonal opinion of the Hornet foundation, the new cafeteria 
dish policy #& to their advantage and it is putting money 
in their pockets.

A spokesman for fraternities 
on the Sacramento State College 
campus said yesterday that the 
provisions of a legislative bill 
outlawing racial restrictions at 
state colleges ‘would not affect 
the fraternities on this campus.”

Editor of The Hornet: 

A college or university is by its 
nature an institution of contro- 
versy because it is an institution 
based on ideals of pursuing truth 
whenever it may be found, How- 
ever, people who claim the right, 
privilege, duty or choice of seek- 
ing truth must bring to the 
search certain principles such as 
intellectual integrity and consist- 
ency, and a spirit of charity 
which will enable them to keep 
controversy on an objective basis 
and to distinguish between the 
subject under discussion ind the 
persons involved. Otherwise con- 
troversy is inevitably reduced to 
a matter of personality, involves 
mere pride which prevents adimis- 
sions of error or inconsistency, 
and encourages one to throw in- 
vective and draw conclusions in 
no way consistent witn logic, in- 
tellectual integrity or charity.
